TWO MONTHS LATER THE BIG THREE SIGNED ANOTHER AGREEMENT IN LONDON 
SETTING UP AN ALLIED CONTROL COUNCIL AS THE SUPREME AUTHORITY IN 
DEFEATED GERMANY AND ASSIGNING IT AMONG OTHER THINGS THE TASK OF

“THE AREA OF GREATER BERLIN WILL BE OCCUPIED BY FORCES OF EACH OF 
THE FOUR POWERS." 

THE DECLARATION ADDED THAT AN INTER-ALLIED GOVERNING AUTHORITY, 
CONSISTING OF THE FOUR COMMANDANTS APPOINTED BY THEIR RESPECTIVE 


COMMANDERS IN CHIEF, WOULD BE ESTABLISHED TO DIRECT ITS JOINT 
ADMINISTRATION, 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN WANTED TO BE DOUBLY SURE OF THE RIGHTS OF THE 
WESTERN ALLIES. IN A MESSAGE TO STALIN ON JUNE 14, HE AGREED TO 
WITHDRAWAL OF UeSe TROOPS THEN DEEP IN WHAT IS NOW COMMUNIST EAST
